— And it as was a huge 
white elephant which had two tusks decorated with gems and jewels, and the king used to 
show off by it to the other kings of the earth. They came with Sa’sah, and it had been 
decorated with all the beautiful decorations. 
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When it came close to the face of Abdul Muttalib*™’, it prostrated to him**’, and did not 
prostrate to the king. Allah*™ Granted it the power of speech in Arabic, and it greeted 
Abdul Muttalib**®.

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He*™’ said; ‘The Ethiopian was enraged at that, and said to Abdul Muttalib*™”*, ‘You*** have 
fallen from my eyes. You**”* come to me to ask me regarding your property, and | have 
come to destroy your*”* honour and the honour of your*”* people, which they are being 
distinguished by from every generation, and it is the House which they come to Hajj for 
from every idol in the earth, but you*™”* leave asking me regarding that and instead you** 
ask me regarding your**”’ property?” 
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Abdul Muttalib®™® said to him: ‘I“S am not the Lord®™ of the House which you intend to 
destroy, but I**”* am a lord of my*™”* property which your companions have taken. Thus |°°”* 
came to ask you regarding what |**”* am the Lord of, and for the House (Kabah) there is a 
Lord®™ for it. He*™ would Protect it from the creatures, all of them, and is Higher by it from 
them’. 
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The king said, ‘Return to him*** his*”* property’. They returned it back to him*’, and he 
left to go to Makkah. And the king followed him*™”* with the huge elephant along with his 
army to destroy the House (Kabah). 
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So, before he carried on to enter the Sanctuary, he tied it, and if it had been left it would 
have rushed back. Abdul Muttalib***® said to his*”* servant: ‘Call my**”* son for me*””. He 
came with Al-Abbas. He*’ said: ‘This is not the one |*”° intended. Call my** son*”* for 
me*”, He came with Abu Talib*™*. He**”’ said: ‘This is not the one I**“° intended. Call 
my" son®”* for me*"*. He came with Abdullah*”’, father*”* of the Prophet*””. When 
he*”* was in front of him*”*, he*”* (Abdul Muttalib*”*) said: ‘O my*”* son**! Go and 
ascend Mount Abu Qubays, then turn your®*™””’ vision towards the ocean. Look and see which 


thing is coming from over there, and give me” the news of it’. 
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He*”S said: ‘Abdullah**”* climbed Abu Qubays, and it was not long before flocks of birds 
came like the flood and the night. He*”*° descended from Abu Qubays, then went to the 
House (Kabah) and performed Tawaaf of it seven times. Then he** went to Al-Safa and Al- 
Marwa and circled these seven times. 
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Abdullah**”* went to his**”® father*”* and informed him*™* of the news. So he*™® said: ‘O 


my*“”* son*S! Look at what is to become of its matter afterwards and give me*™”* the news 


of it’. 
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He*”* looked and saw that it had taken (killed) most of the Ethiopian soldiers. He*”* 


informed Abdul Muttalib*™”* of that. Abdul Muttalib*”*® went out and he*™”* was saying: ‘O 
people of Makkah!

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He*"* said: ‘So they came to the army, and they were like decayed wood, and there was 
none from the birds except that there were with it three pebbles — a pebble each in its beak 
and its two claws.

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Abdul Muttalib*”* prosed saying a poem: ‘O you caller! You have made me” listen all what 
you said, and there is no deafness with me® for the House of the Lord” preventing me 
from returning it, due to the sin of one uprooting it, following in his footsteps.

Upon him* would be the glory of the kings and mark of the Prophets”, and that is 
because he” was the first one to speak with A’ Bad’a (Change of Allah”™””’s Decision’. 
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He*™”S said: ‘And Abdul Muttalib**”* Sent Rasool-Allah*™” to his** shepherds regarding the 
camels of his* which had spread out. He**”” gathered them, but was delayed upon it, so 
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he® grabbed a circle of the Door of the Kabah and went on saying: ‘O Lord?! will You*™ 
Destroy Your*™ Sign? If You"™ Do so, then it would be a matter what has Changed Your®™ 
Decision’. 
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Then, Rasool-Allah**’” came with the camel, and Abdul Muttalib*™”* had looked for him” 
in every street, and in every cave in seeking him”, and he** went on shouting: ‘O Lord*™!! 
Will You*™ Destroy Your®*™ Sign? If You2™ Do so, then it is a matter what has Changed 
Your®™! Decision!’ 
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And when he* saw Rasool-Allah*” he® grabbed him*”™” and kissed him**”™” and said: ‘O 
my* son“! |?° will not send you (far) after this regarding anything, for |*° fear you” 
might be assassinated or murdered”’.*° 
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‘Abu Abdullah**® said: ‘When the master of Ethiopia (Abraha) diverted with the cavalry 
horses and with them were the elephants, in order to demolish the House (Kabah), they 
passed by the camels of Abdul Muttalib*™”*®. They ushered them (for themselves). (The news 
of) that reached Abdul Muttalib**’, and he**”* came to the master of Ethiopia (Abraha). The 
proclaimer entered and said, ‘This is Abdul Muttalib**”*® Bin Hashim**!’ He said, ‘And what 
does he*** desire?’ The translator said, ‘He*”* has come regarding camels of his*”* which 
have been ushered (by us), asking you to return them’.

The king of Ethiopia said to his companions, ‘This is a chief of the people and their leader. | 
have come to his**”* House which he** worships, in order to demolish it, and he*™”® is 
asking me to free his** camels? But, had he*** asked me to refrain from demolishing it, | 
would have done so. Return his**”* camels to him’. Abdul Muttalib*™”* said to his translator: 
‘What did the king say to you?’ He informed him*”*. Abdul Muttalib*”® said: ‘I°°”° am the 


lord of the camels, and for this House (Kabah), there is a Lord®*™, Protecting it’. 
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He returned his*”* camels to him*™*, and Abdul Muttalib*”* left towards his**” house. 
He*”S passed by the elephant during his*”* leaving, and he*”* said to the elephant: ‘O 
Mahmoud!’ The elephant moved its head. He*”* said: ‘Do you know why they have come 
with you?’ The elephant said with its head, ‘No’. Abdul Muttalib**™*® said: ‘They came with 
you in order to demolish the House of your Lord*™. Do you see yourself doing that?’ It said 
with its head, ‘No’. So, Abdul Muttalib*”* left to go to his*™* house’. 
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When it was morning, they went with it in order to demolish the Sanctuary. But it refused 
and prevented upon them. Abdul Muttalib*™”* said to one of his**”® friends during that: 
‘Ascend to the top of the mountain and look if you can see anything’. He said, ‘I see 
blackness from the direction of the sea’. He® said to him: ‘Do you visualise all of it?’ He said 
to him®, ‘No, | can almost see it’. When it was nearer, he said, ‘There are a lot of birds and | 
do not understand it. Every bird has a pebble in its beak like a flicking pebble, or smaller 
than a flicking pebble’.

Abdul Muttalib*™* said: ‘By the Lord®™ of Abdul Muttalib*™’! They are not intending except 
for the group of people’.

None escaped from them except for one man who (ran back to his hometown and) 
informed the people (what had happened to the king and his army). So, when he had 


informed them, a pebble was thrown upon him, and killed him’”.®” 
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‘From Abu Abdullah*”* having said: ‘Abdul Muttalib*”*® was such that they used to furnish 
for him® in the courtyard of the Kabah. It was not furnished for anyone apart from him®*™’. 
And it was so that his*”* sons would be standing by his**”* head protecting him*”* from the 
ones who approached him**. So, Rasool-Allah**”™” came over, and he” was a child who 
had begun to walk, until he’”” came to be upon his*™”* thigh.

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towards him**™” in order to prevent him*”™” from him**’, but Abdul Muttalib*™”* said to 
him: ‘Leave mys san’, for an Angel has come with hims2w”” 88 
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Muhammad Bin Yahya, from Ahmad Bin Muhammad Bin Isa, from Al Hassan Bin Mahboub, from Jameel Bin 
Saaleh, from Abu Maryam 


‘From Abu Ja’far*’, said, ‘| asked him**“S about the Words of Allah®™! Mighty and Majestic: 
And He Sent birds upon them in flocks [105:3] Pelting them with stones of baked clay 
[105:4], he**”’ said: ‘These were low flying birds which came upon them from the sea front. 
Their heads were like the heads of predatory birds, and their claws were like the claws of 
predatory birds.

Nabagah, and stayed with him®™™ with them for a month. 
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And there was a group of the Jews coming and going and looking (at him**””). Umm Ayman 
said, ‘| heard one of them saying, ‘He is a Prophet” of this community, and this is a house 
of his*“’™” emigration’. Then his*”” mother returned with him**”” to Makkah. When they 
were at Al-Abwa, his” mother® Aamina*™”* passed away, and her* grave is over there. So, 
Umm Ayman returned with him’ to Makkah. 
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Then, when Rasool-Alla passed by Al-Hudaybiyya at Al-Abwa during Umrah, he said: 
‘Allah?! has Permitted for me” regarding visiting the grave of my*”” mother’. So, 
Rasool-Allah**”” came to it, and corrected it, and cried at it, and the Muslims cried at the 
crying of Rasool-Allah°™™. It was said to him®**™”, so he**™ said: ‘°° realised the mercy of 
her® mercy, so °*™™ cried”. 
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‘When Rasool-Allah*”” conquered Makkah, he**”” came to a grave and sat to it, and the 
people sat around him**””, and he” went on to speak as if he**”™” is addressing. Then 
he” stood up and he*”™ was crying, so Umar faced him**™™ and said, ‘O Rasool-Allah™! 
What is that which makes you cry?’ He**”™” said: ‘This is the grave of my*~”” mother®. 
Pe asked my” Lord*™ for the visitation, and He”™” Permitted for me”. 
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‘The summary aspect is that it is allowed that she® died at Al-Abwa, then she® was carried 
to Makkah and buried at it. And as for Abdul Muttalib*™*, he** died and the Prophet” was 
eight years old, and he® was eighty-two years old. 
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And it is said, ‘He** died at the age of one hundred and twenty years, and Rasool-Allah*” 
was asked, ‘Do you” remember the death of Abdul Muttalib*™”*?’ He**”™” said: ‘Yes, one 
that day I°*“™” was a boy of eight years old’. Umm Ayman said, ‘I saw Rasool-Allah*™” crying 
behind the funeral of Abdul Muttalib’. 
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And in a report — Abdul Muttalib*”*° passed away and the Prophet” 
months old, and the first one is more correct, and Abdul Muttalib** 
the rule of Hurmuz Bin Nowsherwan’”.”° 
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‘He*"S said: ‘In the Kabah there used to be two gazelle of gold and five swords. When 
Khuza’a overcame Jurhum at the Sanctuary, Jurhum threw the swords and the two gazelles 
into the well of Zamzam, and threw the rocks into it, and filled it up and deleted its traces. 
When Qusayy overcame upon Khuza’a, he did not know the place of Zamzam, and its place 
was unknown unto them. 
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When Abdul Muttalib*”* overcame, and they had furnishing for him® in the courtyard of 
the Kabah, and that did not happen for anyone over there apart from him**.

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colony of the ants’. And there used to be a rock by Zamzam, from which the ants used to 
come out from. The white-footed crows used to fall upon it every day to catch the ants. 
When Abdul Muttalib** saw this, he* recognised the place of Zamzam. 
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So he® said to Quraysh: ‘I** have been Commanded during four nights regarding digging of 
Zamzam, and it is our preference and our honour, so come you all, let us dig it’. But they did 
not answer him* to that. So he® went to dig it by himself*, and he® had only one son for 
him*, and he is Al-Haris, and he used to assist him* upon the digging. 
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So when that was difficult upon him*, he** went to the door of the Kabah, then raised his® 
hand, and supplicated to Allah*™” Mighty and Majestic and vowed to Him®™! that if He?™! 
was to Grace him* with ten sons, he** would sacrifice the most beloved of them to him”, as 
an offering to Allah?™ Mighty and Majestic. 
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So, when he* dug and reached the walls of the well built by Ismail** and knew that he® had 
come across the water, exclaimed Takbeer, and the Quraysh exclaimed Takbeer and they 
said, ‘O Abu Al-Haris! This here is our preference and there is a share for us in it’. He* said 
to them: ‘You did not assist me* upon digging it. It is for me* and for my* children up to the 


end, forever’.°° 
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‘| heard Abu Ibrahim?™S (7 Imam?*5) saying: ‘When Abdul Muttalib*S dug Zamzam and 
ended up to its bottom, there came out to him”, from one of the sides of the well, a stinking 
odour which frightened him*, but he* refused to give up, and his* son Al-Haris came out 
(from the well). Then he* persistently, and he* found at the bottom, a spring which came 
out to him*® with the aroma of musk. 
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Then he*® dug, so he® had not dug except for one cubit until sleep overcame him**. He® saw 
(in his** dream), a man of long hands, beautiful hair, handsome face, excellent clothes, 
aromatic perfume, and he was saying: ‘Dig, you® will achieve, and strive, you” will receive, 
and do not hoard it for the distribution. The swords are for others and the well is for you. 
You” are the greatest of the Arabs in worthiness, and from you* would be coming out, its 
Prophet”, and its Guardian*™”*, and the excellent clan, the wise ones, the scholars, and 
visionaries; and the swords are for them. 
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And today it is neither from you® nor for you*’, but in the second century from you, by 
them, Allah®™ will Enlighten the land and Exit the devils from its horizons and Humiliate 
them during their honour, and destroy them after their strength, and Humiliate the idols, 
and kill their worshippers wherever they may be. Then there would remain after it, a 
descendant from your® descendants. 
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He*”* would be his” brother, and his” Vizier, and less than him®*”™” in age, and he**”* 
would be able upon the idols, not disobeying him*”™” by one letter, nor concealing anything, 
and he*”” would be consulting him*”° in every matter which would come up against 
him. 
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And Abdul Muttalib*”* was exhausted from it, so he*® found thirteen swords leaning to the 
side of it.

Then he* dug, so he® had not dug a palm’s 
width until a horn of a gazelle and its head was seen. So he brought it out and in it was

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Abdul Muttalib*’”* came out, and the water had emerged, and he* realized, and he* was

the top. He® struck it and cut off most of its tail. Then he® sought it but it was lost, and so 
and so would kill it, Allah®*™ Willing.

Allah®*™ Granted him 
the sleep, and he® was in a chamber of the Kabah, so he* saw that very man and he was 
saying: ‘O praise-worthy one of (the Clan of) Shayba! Praise your*™” Lord*™, for He”™ 
would be Making you* to be a speaker of the earth, and the Quraysh would be following 
you” out of fear, and panic, and greed. Place the swords in their places’. 
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And Abdul Muttalib*™”*® woke up, so it astounded him*: ‘He came to me in the sleep. So, if 
he is from my* Lord*™, then he*S is beloved to me®’; and if he happens to be from Satan”, 
then I** think it would be a tail-less one’. But, he** neither saw anything, nor did he®* hear a 
speech. When it was the night, he came to him® in his* dream with a number of men and 
children. They said to him®: ‘We are the followers of your® children, and we are from the 
dwellers of the sixth sky. The swords are not for you. Get married among the (Clan of) 
Makhzoum, strengthen yourself® and trade afterwards among the middle of the Arabs. 
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If there does not happen to be wealth for you®, then for you**”’ is the nobility. Therefore 
hand over these thirteen swords to a child of (the Clan of) Makhzoum, and there would not 
appear to you” more than this; and one sword from it is for you®, for it would fall from 
your® hand.

Then he® entered in readiness for 
Umra and performed Tawaaf with it. Upon his* shoulders were the swords and the two 
gazelles, performing twenty one circumambulations, and the Quraysh were looking on at 
him*s, and he®* was saying: ‘O Allah®”!

But, he® 
recited a poem upon his* son* on the day he* wanted to sacrifice Abdullah*”*. He*® 
handed over the swords, all of them, to the Clan of Makhzoum — to Al-Zubeyr, and to Abu 
Talib*™”*, and to Abdullah**. There came to be four swords for Abu Talib*”* from that — one 
sword being for Abu Talib*”*, and a sword for Ali’, and a sword for Ja’far** and one 
sword for Talib*™*. And there were two swords for Al-Zubeyr, and there were two swords 
for Abdullah**”’.

It comes out like the 
coming out of the snake, so an arm and what resembles it appears from it, so the earth 
shines for it time and again, then it disappears. When it is night time, it does similar to that. 
These are its etiquettes until its master*™”* revives it. And had I**“° so desired |*°*”* would 
name its place, |*°*”* would name him**””, but °° fear upon you all that if I°“° were to name 
him**, so you (in turn) would reveal his*”* name, and it would end up being linked to other

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‘From Abu Ja’far*”* having said: ‘The children of Ismail* did not cease to be the governors 
of the House (Kabah), and they were establishing for the people, their Hajj, and the matters 
of their Religion, an elder inheriting from an elder, until it was the time of Adnan Bin Adad. 
The term prolonged upon them, and their hearts hardened, and they became corrupt, and 
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were innovating in their Religion, and throwing out each other. Thus, from them were ones 
who went out in seeking the livelihood, and from them were the ones who went out 
disliking the fighting.

And, in their hands were a lot of things from the uprightness (the Religion of Ibrahim”), 
from the Prohibition of the mother and the daughter and whatever Allah®™ Prohibited 
regarding the marriage, except that they were permitting a woman of the father, and a 
daughter of the sister, and the gathering between two sister.

‘Fear (of consuming) the wealth of the orphans is a shackle’, and they were refraining from 
certain things of the Prohibitions fearing the consequential Punishment, and would not find 
any respite if they violated the Prohibitions, and they were taking from the bark of a tree of 
the Sanctuary, so they were hanging it in the neck of the camel (gifted to the Kabah).

He**”* said: ‘The 
Jews had found in their Book that Muhammad” would emigrate between Ayr and Ohad, 
so they went out to look for these places. They passed by a mountain called Hadaad, so they 
said, ‘Hadaad and Ohad are one and the same’. So they dispersed at that. Some of them 
settled at Fadak, and some of them at Khyber, and some of them at Tayma’. 
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The ones who were at Tayma longed to be with some of their brothers. A Bedouin from 
Qays, passed by them so they hired (a camel) from him and he said to them, ‘I shall pass 
with you in between Ayr and Ohad’. They said to him, ‘When you pass by these two, point 
these two places out to us. When he was in the middle of the land of Al-Medina, he said to 
them, ‘That is Ayr and this is Ohad’. 
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So, they descended from the backs of his camels and said, ‘We have reached where we 
wanted to be, therefore we do not have any need for your camels, and so you can go to 
wherever you like’. And they wrote to their brothers who were at Fadak and Khyber, ‘We 
have got to the place so come to us’. They wrote back to them, ‘We have settled in the 
houses and acquired assets, and there is no one closer to us than you are. So, when that 
event transpires, we would quickly come to you’. 
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They acquired assets in the land of Al-Medina. When their wealth increased, it (news) 
reached Tubba (a king) and he (the king) attacked them. They fortified themselves from him, 
so he surrounded them. They felt sympathetic towards the weak ones of Tubba and they 
would throw the dates and the barley towards them at night. So (the news of) that reached 
Tub’a, and he sympathised with them and granted them amnesty. 
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They came down to him. He said to them, ‘I have come to like your city and would like to 
reside among you’. So, they said to him, ‘It is not for you to dwell in that place, for a 
Prophet” would be emigrating and that is not for anyone until that happens’. He said to 
them, ‘I will leave behind among you members of my family, so when that happens, they 
would support him®*™ and help him”.

What is the matter | see the 
people going (dying) and they are not returning, being pleased with the staying over there 
so they are saying, or are they neglectful so they are sleeping? Qays Bin Sa’ada swears by 
Allah?™ a righteous swear, there being no sin in it. There is no Religion upon the earth more 
beloved to him than the Religion which will shade you during his**”” era, and coming across 


his” season. 
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Beatitude is for one who comes across his*”” companions and pledges his allegiance, and 


woe be unto the one who comes across him* and separates from him. 
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Then he prosed saying, ‘Among the goers of the former ones from the generation there are 
insights for us, due to what | see of the revolving of the death, having nor resources for it, 
and | see my people around it, expiring the young and the old. The past ones do not return 
to you, nor from the ancient past ones. Are you certain there is no place when the people 
have come to be?’ 
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said: ‘May Allah®™ have Mercy of Qays Bin Sa’adah. I” hope he will come 
on the Day of Qiyamah as a community, alone’.

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‘From Abu Abdullah** having said: ‘The Quraysh had demolished the House (Kabah) during 
the pre-Islamic period. When they intended to build it, there was an impediment between 
them and it, and the awe (fear) was prevalent among them to the extent that a speaker 
from them said, ‘Let each man from you come with the best of his wealth, and he should 
not come with wealth he has earned from cutting-off of relationships or prohibited means’. 
So, they did it, and there was a loosening between them and building it.

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They built it to the extent that they ended up to the place of the Black Stone. They 
quarrelled with regards to it, which of them should be placing the Black Stone in its place, to 
the extent that evil almost occurred between them. They decided that it would be the first 
one to enter from the door of the Masjid. So Rasool-Allah*” entered. 
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When they came to him ordered them with a cloth which he spread out, then 
placed the Stone in its middle, then the tribes grabbed with the sides of the cloth, so they 
raised it. Then he®*™ took it, so he” placed it in its place. Thus, Allah®™ Specialised 
him®*™ with it’””.?°* 
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‘But rather, the Quraysh demolished the Kabah because the torrents used to come to them 
from the high grounds of Makkah, and it would enter it, so it would crack it; and a gazelle 
made of gold and its legs of jewels was stolen from the Kabah, and its walls were short, and 
that was before the Sending of the Prophet” by thirty years.

The snaked disappeared from them, and they 
demolished it, and placed the stones around it until they reached the foundations which 
(Prophet) Ibrahim® had placed. 
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When they intended that they increase in its floor area and moved the foundation which 
(Prophet) Ibrahim** had placed it, an intense tremor hit them, and there was darkness. So, 
they refrained from it. And the building of Ibrahim® was of the length of thirty cubits, and 
the width was of twenty-two cubits, and the ceiling was at nine cubits.
